BKCJU.N BY TERRORISTS. 


There seems no doubt that the terror 


Ists nrc responsible for provoking the 
massacre- by their fusiliules from roofs 
mid windows on Saturday against the 
aoldicrs mid policemen who were put ml 
ling the streets. Troops surrounded the 
houses from which this firing came and 
pourned in volleys through windows and 
doors. This wus followed by search of 
the premises which soon developed, into 
wholesale plundering and subsequently 
into a massacre 
and slaughter. The 


trouble began on 1'icnkna street and 
spread rapidly to a Inrge portion of the 
town. Almost nil the Jewish shops have 
Lecn looted. Owners who defended their 
property were killed or wounded. Any 
person seen leaving a house or looking 
out of a window was shot without mer- 
cy.

A 
great many nrrcsts were made today, 
but there are few Jews among the pris- 
oners.

ILIMATE OF THE TERTIARY PER- 


IOD. 


Recent experiments of the Swedish 


phj-sicist, Arrhenius, supplementing the 
investigations of Prof. Langley, indicate 
that in order to explain the origin of the 
warm climate which prevailed over the 
earth in the, tertiary age, when even the 
polar regions seem ,to have 
abounded 


with life, and of the intense cold that 
caused the glacial periods, when httlf the 
Northern hemisphere was buried under 
ice, it is only necessary to look to blight 
changes in the composition of the atmos- 
phere. The active agent in these changes 
ia thought to have, been carbon dioxide. 
It has been shown that this gu poa- 
tesses no great a power to retain solar 
heat that its addition to the extent oi 
only one-tenth of 1 per cent of the prea- 
ent atmosphere would suffice to prodncn 
a tertiary climate, nnd tint taking away 
only one-fiftieth of 1 per cent from the 
present atmosphere would bring on gin- 
ciation.
